action of th at body. 
In answer to specific inquiries it 
may be worth while to announce that, 
according to the text of the tariff bill 
itself, it becomes operative Aug. I, 
1894. 
As a m atter of fact, the date of 
Aug. I having passed, the tariff bill 
will go into effect as soon as the 
President has affixed his signature and 
it has been properly attested by the 
departm ent of state, or if he fails to 
sign it within ten days after its deliv 
ery to him yesterday it becomes a law 
forthwith.

16.—After pre­ 
liminary business in the senate yes­ 
terday Mr. Herris (dem., Tenn.) asked 
for the second reading of the house 
revenue bills. 
No one objecting, the 
bill to place coal, iron ore and barbed 
wire on the free list was read. 
Mr. 
Harris then had read a letter just re­ 
ceived from Secretary Carlisle con­ 
cerning the effect of the proposed bills 
upon the revenues of the government. 
Mr. Berry (dem., Ark.) called up the 
free sugar bill. 
Mr. Harris, while 
favoring free sugar, thought this and 
the other bills should be referred to 
the finance committee. Mr. Harris 
said an early report would be made by 
the committee. 
Mr. Vest said reference meant the 
death of the bills, as the committee 
was now practically a tie, with the 
prospect of the disappearance of .a 
quorum within a few days. Ne ably 
defended the senate bill, claiming it 
an improvement over th at passed by 
the house. 
He said th at if the house 
bill had been enacted it would have 
caused a deficiency of $30,000,000. 
Toward the close of his speech Mr. 
Vest accused the President of injus­ 
tice in his letter to Congressman Wil­ 
son. 
He alluded in a bitter way to 
the differences which had arisen be­ 
tween Mr. Cleveland and himself, and 
concluded by declaring most earnestly 
th at his position in reference to sugar 
had been taken without thought of 
personal benefit. 
Senator Jones then 
offered 
an 
amendment to the sugar bill to levy a 
duty of 30 per cent on sugar, with no 
protection to the tru st The amend­ 
ment was not in order, as the bill was 
not before the senate. 
Senator Mills delivered the speech 
which he has been preparing for 
several days. 
He claimed the bill as 
passed did not reflect the sentiments 
of 1,000 people of the United States. 
“It was an issue between the senate 
bill and the McKinley law. 
We were 
between the devil and the deep sea, 
and rather than see the country go to 
the devil we went into the deep sea. 
It is better than the McKinley law. ” 
If the duty were taken off sugar, he 
decfared, the treasury would still have 
more money under this bill than could 
be economically spent by the govern­ 
ment. 
He maintained there was no 
necessity to secure one dollar of 
revenue from sugar. 
Mr. Vilas (dem., Wis.) replied to 
some of the observations of Mr. Vest, 
taking issue with him. 
He said he 
considered sugar a legitimate object 
of revenue, but the people should be 
rid of the beast of the trust. 
How­ 
ever, rather than have the trust profit 
to the extent of untold millions he 
would be willing to sacrifice the reve 
nue from sugar If the senate voted 
to refer the bill, Mr. Vilas said, it 
voted to *bury i t 
There should be no 
mistake about that when the vote was 
taken. 
A motion was then made that the 
senate go into exeeutive session, but 
it was defeated and the debate was, 
resumed. 
Mr. Palmer (dem., UL) made some 
general remarks on the tariff bill that 
had gone to the President 
It had re­ 
ceived, he said, the votes of all the 
democrats of the senate, except one, 
and it was a democratic measure. He 
was ready to defend the bill as a bet 
ter bill than the McKinley law. 
Mr. Kyle (pop.) asked if Mr. Palmer 
did not regard the bounty provision 
of ,the McKinley law as a contract 
binding on congress. 
Mr. Palmer replied that he did n o t 
After a humorous passage a t arms 
between Mr. Harris and Mr* Chandler 
the senate adjourned.

D e a r S ib : 
Your letter advising me 
that the house of representatives has 
passed and sent to the senate bills 
putting sugar, coal, iron ore and 
barbed wire on the free list and re­ 
questing an official statem ent from 
you (me) as to the effect that the pas­ 
sage of these bills, or either of them, 
would have upon the revenues of the 
government, is received, and in re­ 
sponse I have the honor to say that 
according to the most careful esti­ 
mates th at can be made on the pro­ 
posed revenue legislation which has 
recently passed through congress the 
total receipts into the treasury during 
the current fiscal year will be as fol­ 
lows: 
Estimated revenues for fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1895: 
From duties on 
imports—senate bill, including $43,- 
000, OOO on sugar, $179,000,000. 
From 
internal taxes—Whisky, 
$95,O'>0,000; 
tobacco, $33,000,000; fermented liquors, 
$33,000,000; income tax, 
$15,000,000; 
oleomargarine, 
$1,800,000; 
playing 
cards, $1,000,000; miscellaneous, $200,- 
000. 
Total internal taxes, $179, OOO, OOO. 
From sale of public lands and other 
miscellaneous 
sources, 
$20,000, OOO, 
Total estimated revenue, $378,000,000. 
The total expenditures during the 
current fiscal year will be as follows: 
Civil and miscellaneous, including de­ 
ficiency in postal revenue, $90,000,000; 
war, including rivers and harbors, 
$56,000,000; navy, including new ves­ 
sels and armament; $33,000,OOO; In­ 
dians, $10,000,000; pensions, $143,500,- 
000; interest, $30,500,000, 
Total ex­ 
penditures, 
$363,000,000. 
Estimated 
surplus for year, $15, OOO, OOO. The duty 
on sugar proposed in recent bill, will, 
according to importations of that arti­ 
cle during the fiscal year 1893, yield 
an annual revenue of $43,718*598, and 
the duties on the other articles men­ 
tioned in your communication would 
yield under that bill about $1,000,000 
—th at is to say, iron ore, $270,920; 
coal, $436,149, and barbed wire, fenc­ 
ing wire and wire rods of iron or 
steel, when imported for the manu­ 
facture of barbed wire fencing, about 
$300,000. 
It will be seen, therefore, that if 
sugar alone is placed upon the free 
list the expenditures during the pres­ 
ent fiscal year will exceed the receipts 
to the amount of $28,478,058, and if 
the duties are removed from all the 
articles specified in your letter the 
deficit will be $29,780,760, not including 
any expenditure on account of the 
sinking fund or the payment of 
$2,363,000 of the Pacific railroad bonds 
which will mature during this fiscal 
year. 
In view of the existing and pros­ 
pective requirements I am of the opin­ 
ion th at it would not be safe to place 
all the articles enumerated in your 
letter, or even sugar alone, upon the 
free list without imposing taxation 
upon other articles or subjects suf­ 
ficient to raise an atinual revenue of 
about $30,000,000.

Howard the First Witness—Vice Pres­ 
ident of the A. R. U. Tells His Side 
of the Story—Reason for the Boy­ 
cott—Debs Sent For to Give His 
Side of the Case. 


Ch ic a g o , Aug. 16.—President Cleve­ 
land’s special commission to investi­ 
gate the recent strikes and b o y c o tt 
against the Pullman and the railroad 
companies began its inquiry at IO 
o’clock 
yesterday 
in the District 
courtroom. 
The preliminaries 
having 
been 
completed G. W. Howard, vice-presi­ 
dent 
of 
the 
American 
Railway 
Union, 
was 
called 
as 
the 
first 
witness. 
His name had previously 
been called, but he 8vas not then pres­ 
en t 
Mr, Howard, after being sworn, 
detailed the progress of the Pullman 
trouble. 
He said the Pullman em­ 
ployes had decided to strike prior to 
their organization into the American 
Railway Union. 
He explained the 
objects of the American 
Railway 
Union, and promised to bring the 
laws of the order to the commission. 
Mr. Howard said that he advised 
Pnllman’s employes to return 
to 
work, and that they did so because 
Mr. Pullman had promised th at the 
request of the employes should be 
looked into at once. 
Mr. Wickes had 
promised Mr. Howard th at the mem­ 
bers of the committee which had 
waited on Pullman would not be dis­ 
criminated against by the company, 
and yet three of them were dismissed. 
This incensed the other employes and 
they quit.

Mr. Howard next related how the 
American Railway Union convention 
had agreed to handle no more Pull­ 
man cars after a certain date unless 
Pullman would c o n s e n t to arbitration. 
Commissioner Kernan questioned Mr. 
Howard as to the policy and action of 
the American Railway Union, with 
regard to lawbreakers. 
Mr. Howard 
replied that any mao known to have 
countenanced violence would • be ex­ 
pelled. 
In the Great Northern strike 
the union protected the company’s 
property. 
In 
Chicago 
the union 
employed detectives to learn who 
were 
responsible 
for 
the 
riot­ 
ing. 
The trouble grew so rapidly 
here that the plans at first adopted 
could not be carried into effect. 
“ D o e s not the disreputable element 
take advantage of strikes to plunder 
and riot?” asked Commissioner Ker- 
naiL 
“I have seen strikes where there was 
no trouble.” 
“But is th at not generally true?” 
“Well, yea” 
“Then is not that an argument 
against strikes?” 
“Yea” 
At this point the commission rose. 
At the afternoon session Mr. Howard 
explained to the commission his theory 
for preventing strikea 
At the request of the commissioners 
Mr. Howard telegraphed to President 
Debs at Terre Haute to come before 
the commission 
Late in the after­ 
noon session General Master Work­ 
man Sovereign was called.

We do not want monometallism 
of gold or silver and we pledge our­ 
selves to continue to work for bi­ 
metallism to be brought about by all 
means within th e power of the gov­ 
ernment.” 
After a brief address by Chauncey L 
Filley the convention adjourned sine 
die.

of the few, and demands a tariff for 
revenue only. 
The actions of Presi­ 
dent Cleveland 
and

Indiana 
senators in the United States sen­ 
ate 
are 
indorsed. 
The 
platform 
congratulates congress that a sub­ 
stantial 
measure 
of 
reform 
has 
been effected and approves the action 
of the house of representatives in fol­ 
lowing the enactment of this law with 
the passage of separate acts placing 
sugar, iron ore aud barbed wire on 
the free list 
It especially indorses 
the income tax as a wise and equitable 
measure, designed to place a fair share 
of the burdens of the government 
upon the property of the country; 
also the law passed authorizing the 
taxation of greenbacks. It “favors the 
prompt enactment of a law by onr 
next legislature, for the taxation of 
that class of money,” and “most 
heartily indorses the repeal of the 
odious clee tion law.” It declares in 
favor of a constitutional amendment 
providing for the election of United 
States senators by direct vote of the 
people. 
It declares the policy and 
principles of the American Protective 
association 
illiberal, 
unwise, 
un­ 
patriotic, undemocratic and un Ameri­ 
can. 
The platform strongly declares 
in favor of every lawful effort to 
secure for those who earn their liveli­ 
hood by their daily toil a better con­ 
dition, and condemns the efforts that 
have been made to identify their cause 
with the infamous conspiracies of law­ 
lessness and anarchy which threaten 
the very foundations of order and 
civilization. 
It denounces every manifestation of 
violence and mob spirit, favors laws 
regulating emigration to exclude the 
pauper and vicious classes. 
It reaffirms belief that both gold 
and silver should be used as a money 
standard, and both should be coined 
without discrimination and without 
charge for m intage 
Hails with de­ 
light the signs of restoration of the 
bimetallic system. 
Indorses the ad­ 
ministration of Gov. Matthews, and 
closes with a demand th at congress 
deal generously and even bountifully 
in the m atter of pensions to soldiers. 
The convention quickly got down 
to nominations after a platform was 
adopted.

as he emerged from the prison and 
had to be assisted, to the scafford. 
His face was deadly pale. 
As he wan 
being fastened down he cried: 
“Vive l’anarchie!*’ 
His death was instantaneous. Thera 
was no unusual demonstration. 
Thee 
crowd outside the lines at 3 o’clock 
was small, but from th at time ft 
quickly swelled until toward 4 o’clock^ 
the time at which the execution 
expected to take place, it had groi 
to large proportions. When the prep­ 
arations of Diebler had been cora 
plated he twice tested the guillotine 
and pronounced it satisfactory; i t 
was 4:25 o’clock. The troops then 
closed in around the guillotine. 
In reply to a question whether be 
would have breakfast Santo declined 
either food or drink. He also refused 
religious consolation from the priest. 
Asked whether he desired to speak to 
the judge he replied in the negative. 
He also declined to see his counseL 
“Have yon any last wishes to com­ 
municate?” he was asked. 
“No, ” he answered. 
“Only send my 
letters to my mother. ” 
At I o’clock in the morning the po­ 
lice commenced to clear tile people 
away from the vicinity of the prison 
When the troops marched to 
th e 
square in which the execution took 
place hardly a score of onlookers w ert 
in i t At 3 a, in. from a window, s o t 
Santo’s, a prolonged sigh, followed fey 
the cry, twice repeated, of “Vive 
I’Anarch ie,” broke the stillness This 
was followed by a dead silence. 
Just at th at moment a wagon mr- 
rived from the prison with the guillo­ 
tine. 
It did not arrive from Paris un­ 
til 6 o’clock last evening. 
Early in the evening a heavy fail of 
rain prevented the gathering of s 
great crowd around the prison, b a t 
all the wine shops and restaurants in 
the vicinity were crowded all »the 
evening with people who proposed to 
witness 
the 
execution. 
At 
mid­ 
night. 
however, the 
people ween 
compelled to 
leave 
their 
places 
of 
shelter, 
as 
the 
tavernkeep- 
ers had strict orders to close their 
doors at th at hour. 
The streets lead­ 
ing to the prison were occupied by 
troops. 
At I o’clock all the houses 
on the streets were closed, and no 
person was allowed to enter them am­ 
ess he could prove th at it was hie 
own place of residence. 
This precau­ 
tion was intended to prevent any a t­ 
tempts at violence on the part of the 
anarchists.

Mons of his claim to those who fur­ 
nished supplies and labor.

B rothers drew about $4,000, John 
Brown $1,000, W. H. H. Macloon also 
g o t a sharge. 
“ I don't know how much Mr. Mar 
tin got,” said City Treasurer Fathers 
to-day, “ but it couldn't have been 
m uch.” 
The Oshkosh end of the affair be­ 
comes more mixed the more it is 
probed. 
Aldermen have been trying 
h ard to compel him to pay his men 
They tried to defer settlem ent on the 
p a rt of tha city until the laborers were 
m ade secure, but yesterday Mayor 
Oellerich signed the resolution author 
izing the paym ent of the $3,200, due 
M artin, it 
being 
the 
last day 
rem aining 
for 
the 
attachm ent 
o f 
his 
signature. 
The 
mayor 
stated th a t it was of no. further use to 
w ithhold his signature from the reso­ 
lution as every method 
had been 
adopted to bring M artin to time. 
It 
seems th a t the city orders for the pay 
m ent of M artin had been signed by 
th e mayor soon after the passage o 
th e resolution, but he did not sign the 
resolution until yesterday. 
Mayor Erased His Signature. 
T here were tw o orders issued cover 
Sag the $3,200, one for $700 and an 
o th er for $2,500. 
Shortly after the 
m ayor signed the orders Thomas Wa! 
presented an order from M artin for 
th e $700 city order and received tha 
rem . 
B ut after the filing of the Lutz 
B rothers' claim, Mayor Oellerich; act 
in g on the advice of City Attorney 
Weed, erased his signature from the 
other city order for $2,500, thus ren 
dering it void, even though the reso 
Int ion had been signed, and 
this 
am ount still rem ains in the hands of 
th e city. 
It is understood th a t steps 
w ill be taken a t once by the city 
attorney to provide for the insertion 
in all future bonds accepted by the 
city of a clause guaranteeing the pay­ 
in g of laborers and for m aterial in ad­ 
dition to the provision guaranteeing 
th e faithful performance of the work. 
“ Do the statutes of Wisconsin give 
those furnishing m aterial for improve­ 
m ents ordered by the city, a lien upon 
the property abutting on the street 
upon which the work was done?” was 
the question put by a reporter to a 
well-known lawyer.

Martin Bade From Janegville. 
M artin arrived in Oshkosh on the 
10:30 train from Janesville yesterday. 
H e said he would pay the men as soon 
as he could get the money, and no one 
need fear th a t he would loose the 
am ount due him. 
“ I owe about $300 in Oshkosh for 
lab o r,” said M artin, “ but when I 
can’t get any money to pay it with, 
w h at am I to do?

Coating Aluminum. 
The new German method of coating 
aluminum w ith other metals is re­ 
garded as of decided mechanical and 
industrial value. 
The process consists 
simply in dipping the aluminum in a 
solution of caustic potash or soda, or 
of hydro-chloric acid, until bubbles of 
gas make their appearance on its sur­ 
face, a t which stage it is dipped into a 
solution or corrosive sublim ate 
to 
amalgamate its surface. 
A fter a sec­ 
ond dipping into caustic potash until 
bubbles of gas are evolved, the m etal 
is placed in a solution of a salt of the 
desired m etal; a film of the latter is 
rapidly formed, and so firmly adherent 
that, in tjie cdfee of silver, gold, or 
copper, the plate can be rolled out or 
polished, the appearance being of a 
most satisfactory character.

Power of Carbonic Acid. 
The latest experim ents w ith car­ 
bonic acid and compress air as motors 
show th at if a compound engine is 
employed, and the gas or air heated so 
th a t the tem perature a t the begining 
of expansion is 383.5 degrees F., the 
carbonic acid engine requires twenty- 
one and six-tenths pounds of carbonic 
acid per hour per horse power, and 
the air engine fourteen and three- 
tenths pounds of air, and this basis, 
as stated, it being practicable to de­ 
term ine the price a t which it would 
have to be sold to be an econom ical 
power. It is urged in this respect th a t 
if the carbonic acid be exhausted into 
the atmosphere the cost is much too 
great for ordinary power purposes; if 
the exhaust is condensed the engine 
will, it is said, have the same theo­ 
retical efficiency as an en gib* using 
any other vapor through the same 
range of tem perature, and the work­ 
ing pressures will be very high, so 
th a t practical difficulties are m et with.

AN EDITOR’S STORY. 


“ It was in a western city some years 
ago, ” remarked the city Editor, “ that 
I was holding down the city desk on a 
daily for tho first time. We had a man 
on the paper who was simply a crank 
on homicide, and he was more than a 
mere reporter, for he had detective tal­ 
ent of the highest order. He didn’t care 
much for the common crimes—bur­ 
glaries, larcenies and such—but give 
him a good, mysterious murder, and he 
was splendid.

It is 
only when a murderer goes about it 
systematically, as do tho thugs of In­ 
dia, that a murder becomes truly mys­ 
terious. ' 
“ I once asked him why he did not 
become a regular detective. 
“ ‘I was born and bred a newspaper 
man, ’ he said, ‘and habit is too strong 
to break. ’ That was literally true in his 
case. Otherwise I might not have to 
tell this story. 
“One morning tho body of a fine look­ 
ing man was found in an alley adjoin­ 
ing tho electric light works in the very 
heart of tho city. The afternoon papers 
had a chanco at it, but didn’t make 
much out of it, so I at once assigned it 
to Jones, as we will call him. Although 
he did not show up at the usual hour, I 
had no doubt that he was already at 
work on it, as it was as mysterious a 
case as even he could desire. 
“The victim was identified as a trav­ 
eling man who had just arrived, and, 
as far as known, ho had no friends or 
acquaintances in the city. It was not a 
Kiss of robbery, for all his money and 
valuables were left on the body. There 
was a slight contusion on the back of 
the head and a small ueedlelike hole di­ 
rectly through the man’s heart. It was 
especially strange that such a crime 
could have been committed in a public 
thoroughfare, while there was absolute­ 
ly no clew to the murderer or his mo­ 
tive.

When he came sneaking in about C 
o’clock in the evening to see what his 
assignment was. Ho looked worn and 
haggard, but denied that ho was ill, so I 
gave him tho murder assignment. 
I 
thought I saw a startled look iii his 
eyes, but he maintained his outward 
composure aud went out without a 
word. 
“ I did not see him again that even­ 
ing. About midnight I began to wonder 
why I had not heard from him, but 
only speculated on the possibility of 
something having happened to him, for 
the idea that he could possibly fail 
never occurred to me. Finally, after an 
hour had gone by, I telephoned to the 
police station. Word came back that 
there were no new’ developments in the 
case, and that Jones had not been there. 
{Sending two men out to hunt him up, I 
* 
to work myself to make up a story of 
•3 murder from the afternoon papers 
Just then Jones came in. His step wa 
unsteady and his face flushed. 
He had 
evidently been drinking heavily—some­ 
thing I never knew him to do before 
but he was not drunk, rather he seemed 
at high nervous tension, although out­ 
wardly as calm as ever. 
“ F decided to let this breach of dis 
cipline pass and merely asked him for 
his murder story.

I read 
tepidly, as an editor will, taking but 
small account of the matter so long as 
it ran smoothly, while I had too much 
confidence in him to question tho ac­ 
curacy of his statements. I only realized 
that he was writing a great story, the 
greatest he had ever done. He seemed 
inspired with 
tho 
very innermost 
thoughts of the murderer, aud under 
his touch every trivial incident came 
out with distinctness and coherency that 
made the cause and method of the crime 
perfectly plain. 
“ First he described the scene with 
acnracy of detail that would have been 
impossible for one who had not studied 
it closely. 
The selection of the spot ho 
explained by the fact that the bright 
electric light, streaming through the 
windows of the power house, made it 
impossible for the passerby to see into 
the shadows. Thus while impenetrable 
darkness screened tho assassin ample 
light guided his blow, and, moreover, 
the rattle and roar of the machinery 
near by drowned all sound of the strug­ 
gle or the falling body. 
“ The blow on the head, he demon­ 
strated, must have been from a sand­ 
bag, while the wound through the heart 
could only have been made by one of 
those long, fine bladed stilettos of Ital­ 
ian make. Furthermore, the fact that 
this peculiar weapon was driven home 
with a firm hand, after the victim had 
been stunned by a blow on the head, in­ 
dicated premeditated and deliberate 
murder, while the theory of robbery 
was disproved by the fact that tho man’s 
valuables had been untouched.

‘ ‘He told, with the bitterness of truth, 
how tho scoundrel had deserted the 
weak and erring woman and left her to 
perish alone; how the idea of revenge 
had filled the mind of the wronged hus 
band; how, himself unseen, he had fol­ 
lowed every movement of the intended 
victim for months and carefully plotted 
his destruction; how he had decoyed the 
doomed man to the city and to the very 
spot where the murder was committed, 
and how he had destroyed the only clews 
—a couple of letters in the pockets of 
the dead man—and finally made his 
own escape, the secret safe in his own 
heart alone. 
“ As I read this remarkable tale 
through the conviction forced 
itself 
upon mo that this was the absolute 
truth. 
If the writer himself had com­ 
mitted tho deed, he could not have de­ 
scribed it more graphically. 
Suddenly 
the thought flashed over me—could he 
describe such a crime thus without hav­ 
ing, in fact, committed it? 
“ Yvre were alone in the room. 
* 
glanced at Jones apprehensively. He 
was writing rapidly—fiercely. His eyes 
were fixed, but beseemed to be looking, 
through and beyond tho paper across 
which his pen flew. at something fas­ 
cinating-terrible. When he finished, it 
was with a start, as if waking from a 
trance. I glanced at the last page, where 
was final confirmation of my fears. 
“ 'My God. Jones, is this true?* I 
managed to say. 
‘* ‘Every word of it, as I live,’ he re­
